Parent-Teacher Association 
Issue of the Fall Election . . . 

In Haverford Township and in Narberth Borough the question 
of parent-teacher organization was settled happily a long time aRO. 

In Lower Merion Township it is going to be a lively issue of the 
Fall campaign in which three school directors will be elected to one 
of the wealthiest school boards in the United States. 

Narberth has been able to boast of one of the smoothest func- 
tioning and most effective associations, in Pennsylvania. Haverford, 
where there are several parent-teacher groups, has had some stormy 
meetings with school authorities. Out of these stormy sessions has 
come a better understanding— higher type school officials and par- 
ent-teacher officers. 

Some of the Lower Merion school directors are not excited about 
the prospects. They feel the burden of their positions and enjoy, too 
well, autonomous administration. At heart, they resent citizen influ- 
ence from the outside. 

This is not true of all the directors. Some are quite ready to em- 
brace the idea of seeing parent-teacher associations organized in 
Lower Merion. 

They are forward-looking and realize that even though the plan 
may entail give-and-take discussions; parents will have the satisfac- 
tion of having a say in school matters. To the forward-looking direc- 
tors that is important. They are willing to pay that price for preserv- 
ing the privileges of free speech and democracy. 

When you talk to Lower Merion school directors they deny block- 
ing attempts to organize parent-teacher groups. Which, technically, 
is true. The blocking that has taken place in the past has been the 
lack of any positive interest or enthusiasm in such groups. This has 
resulted in non-cooperation. 

In fact, several years ago in Lower Merion a parent-teacher 
group was formed. They found themselves battering against a stone 
wall. 

School directors now use this group as an example of how demo- 
cratic they were in allowing it to organize. Also, as it turned out, this 
group went, off on several wild tangents of educational reform. 

This does not prove the point. Encouragement and recognition 
of such groups by directors would ultimately result in the right kind 
of parent-teacher associations being formed with the right kind of 
leadership. 

All of which adds up to an interesting campaign issue for the 
November election. 

To date the only one of the six candidates, fthrep Democrats 
and tnree Republicans) who has come, out for the organization of 
parent-teacher groups is Gertrude Ely. Bryn Mawr. Miss Ely says 
<=he will campaign for active, constructive parent-teacher associations 
and adult education In whatever form seems best adapted to the local 
situation. 

Brace Yourself For A 
Flood of Propaganda... 

Through the newspaper grapevine we understand that some of 
the country's biggeslf political and business propagandists are plan- 
ning a double-barrelled attack on the Labor Party victory in England. 

Basically they are frightened that the implications of this victory 
will spread through the ranks of labor in America. 

When the blasts start through press releases and over the radio 
you may expect to hear a parade of the old scare, stereotyped phrases. 
First of all, you will hear that not the Labor Party but the Commun- 
ists are the real winners of Great Britain's election. 

The propaganda is going to be a plug for free enterprise and 
against a government-subsidized program for full employment. 

Liberal-minded Republican leaders are up-in-arms about the 
scheme. Use of the Republican Party as a vehicle to spread the propa- 
ganda and reactionary Republican leaders to mouth it, they contend, 
will do untold damage to the Party's hopes for victory in 1948. 

It is this reactionary wing of the Party, the liberal-minded lead- 
ers contend, that is putting and keeping the real Republicans in 
Dutch with the rank and file of Labor. Furthermore, they point out, 
the program is defeating its own purpose. If anything, they say, it 
will help to bring into being a strong, militant Labor Party In Amer- 
ica. 

These liberal Republicans, who are still hopeful that the party 
can be rejuvenated from within, are dead set against any of the Party's 
leaders — especially in Pennsylvania and New York (key states) — go- 
ing off half-cocked on this propaganda line. If they do, they say, they 
are speaking for the unseen, big business interests they represent and 
not for the Republican* Party. The average Republican nowadays, 
they say. is feeling very differently about Labor, peace, happiness, 
employment and even Russia. They are tired of taking a licking every 
four years because a few wind-bags speak out of turn. 

These liberal Republicans still believe in God. democracy and 
free enterprise but they think that jobs for everyone who wants to 
work, decent homes in which to live and proper medical and hospital 
care are more important than the traditions of our ancestors, our 
Pilgrim forefathers and what not.

than the State minimum stand- 
ards being enforced in other sec- 
tions of Pennsylvania. 

After study the Lower Merion 
law and ordinance committee will 
report back their recommenda- 
tions to the Health Board. It is 
possible that these recommenda- 
tions may include an ordinance 
which would reauire thorough and 
frequent medical examinations of 
food handlers. 

The Act in itself, as passed by 
the State Legislature, uses posi- 
tive and strong language as to the 
employment of any person suffer- 
ing from contagious or infectious 
disease. But when this section is 
interpreted by the Advisory Health 
Board, empowered by the State 
Department of Health to draw up 
detailed regulations, the responsi- 
bility is shifted to the proprietor 
of eating and drinking establish- 
ments. 

Here is how Section 7 of the 
Act. passed by the State Legisla- 
ture, reads: 

"No proprietor shall have or 
keep in his employ any employe 
who is a typhoid fever carrier, or 
a carrier of other intestinal infec- 
tions, or of diphtheria, or who is 
suffering from active tuberculosis. 
or syphilis in its transmissible 
stage, or who has any infectious 
disease or opei. external lesion, 
nor shall the proprietor himself or 
any member of his family under 
the same conditions have anything 
to do with the handling, prepara- 
tion, serving or providing of food 
or drink to the public." 

Then read Section 19 of the 
rules and regulations adopted by 
the Advisory Health Board. June 
27. 1945. and one can see why 
local measures are needed to sup- 
plement and put teeth into the 
regulation requiring medical ex- 
aminations. Here is how Section 
19 reads: 

"No person who is affected with 
any disease in a communicable 
form or is a carrier of such dis- 
ease shall work in any public eat- 
ing or drinking place. Any pro- 
prietor, manager or other em- 
ployee suspected of being affected 
with any disease in a communi- 
cable form or of being a carrier 
of such disease shall be excluded 
from employment pending diagno- 
sis of his condition including such 
laboratory or other tests as may 
be indicated. Any proprietor or 
manager of a public eating or 
drinking place suspecting that any 
employee has contracted any dis- 
ease shall notify the appropriate 
health authorities. The health 
officer shall exclude immediately 
from such employee employment 
pending medical examination 
which shall include all pertinent 
laboratory tests.

Over the past year the Woman"s Club of Ard- 
more has celebrated its Golden Anniversary year, 
.just fifty years from the date of its founding on 
December 19, 1894. Since the Woman's Club of 
Ardmore has represented such a vital part of the 
community life in Ardmore. it seems fitting to 
bring to the public some realization of the Club's 
achievements over those 50 years. For this article 
Mrs. Paul DeB. Keever. one of the members, has 
very generously permitted the entire use of her 
intensive research into the archives of the Club com- 
piled for the Golden Jubilee held at the club house 
last December 15th. a musical pageant directed by 
Mrs. Keever illustrating the highlights of the Club's 
history since its founding. 

The original members gathered together in 1894 
ns "The Woman's Literary Club" for the "con- 
sideration of social, moral, and intellectual ques- 
tions", with Mrs. Sydney Poole as the first presi- 
dent. The club Constitution and By-Laws were 
drawn up at this time and maintained even though 
the name of the group changed to "The Literary 
Club nf Montgomery County", and finally on April 
19 1907. to "The Woman's Club of Ardmore" in- 
corporated with its first charter. Its colors became 
purple and gold, and its mntto— "Service. Purpose. 
Friendliness". On November 13, 1914. the Cluo 
sponsored a meeting held on its premises for or- 
ganizing the Montgomery County Federation of 
Clubs those groups attending including the Cyn ■ 
wyd. Conshohocken. Hatboro. and Pottstown clubs. 
Although the club began essentially as a literary 
group for debates and discussions on popular issues, 
with a clob paper called "Squibbs" and later a 
novelette in serial form called "Independence", it 
gradually broadened its scope to include the con- 
sideration of civic improvement the uplift of 
women, the needs of children, and the field of co- 
operation with public schools, with departments 
embracing those topics, working in harmony witn 
the General Federation of Women's Clubs and the 
State Federation with which the Ardmore club be- 
came affiliated in 1897. It is interesting to note 
that the Ardmore organization antedated the State 
Federation bv almost a year. In 1900 Lucreti.i 
Blankenburg. one of the greatest suffragettes of her

Now that an agreement has been 
reached to pay the coaches of the 
Philadelphia Public High League 
extra for their after school coach- 
ing it w\ll be interesting to see 
how long and in what manner it 
will take local schools to tackle 
and solve the same problem. 

It is reported the Public High 
League head football coach will 
receive $500. his two assistants 
$400 each and the jayvee coach 
$300 a season. The basketball 
coaches will receive $400 and $300 
and similar scales will provide 
compensation for coaches in all 
the other sports. All in addition 
to their regular salary as teachers, 
which, in our humble opinion, is 
the way it should be. 

We think the coaches have 
shown admirable restraint all 
these years in not putting up a 
more vigorous protest over their 
economic lot. They have been 
handling full classroom schedules 
and spending two and three hours 
on the athletic field or in the 
gym plus a half-day on Saturday's 
for the same pay. in most cases, 
as the ordinary teacher whose .iob 
is usually finished at the end of 
the day's final class. 

It has always amazed us that 
the school's have expected this 
of the coaches and it further 
has flabbergasted us that the 
coaches accepted the situation 
so meekly. The least you would 
imagine is that the teacher- 
coach would be given time off 
for the time spent coaching 
after school hours, or, in other 
words would start his day's 
work later than the other teach- 
ers.

COACHES ORGANIZE 

It took the war. with its ac- 
companying high prices and high 
wages, to spur the coaches to ac- 
tion. In Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burgh they organized and made 
definite demands. Only the re- 
fusal of the football coaches to 
hold Spring practice and the 
threat, of maintaining the "strike" 
this Fall, resulted in a solution 
being reached in Philadelphia. 
Pittsburgh coaches refused to 
coach Spring sports and will con- 
tinue their "strike" this Pall in 
fooatball unless an agreeable solu- 
tion is found. 

Locally. the problem was 
brought to light when Lower Mer- 
ion had to drop two sports be- 
cause it couldn't get anyone on 
the faculty to coach. The men 
who had been coaching, preferred, 
understandably, to take "after- 
school" war jobs instead. At, Hav- 
erford High we know of at least 
one assistant coach who took a 
job after school rather than coach. 

School authorities generally are 
sympathetic with the coaches, but 
either insist their pay is limited 
by law or that no money is avail- 
able to reimburse them for the 
after-school work. 

Yet some schools find ways of 
solving the problem. Norristown, 
Allentown. Easton. etc.. for ex- 
ample, pay their coaches out of 
athletic association funds. Phila- 
delphia apparently found some 
way out. It is to be hoped local 
schools also will be able to take 
appropriate steps in the near fu- 
ture. 

Otherwise all the topflight 
coaches will be attracted to the 
schools that have found the 
answer.

Because of the weather and the 
quirks of the schedule all the 
managers in the Main Line Base- 
ball League are upset and fearful 
of losing their fallowings. 

When Ardmore entertains 
Manoa this Sunday it will be the 
first game at home for the Lions 
since .July 14.

Widow Enters Suit To Move Husband's 
Body From Montgomery To Dela. Co. 



Though a man died on January 
22. 1945, the controversy over 
■where he should be buried still 
goes on. 

Mrs. Carrie Bagdon of Phila- 
delphia has filed an equity action 
with the Montgomery County 
Courts asking a court order di- 
recting removal of her late hus- 
band's body from Montefiore 
Cemetery. Rockledge. to Mt. Sha- 
ron Cemetery, Springfield Town- 
ship, Delaware County. 

Named as defendants in the 
suit are the Montefiore Cemetery 
Co. and Leonard M. Bagdon, Phil- 
adelphia, Mrs. Bagdon 's brother- 
in-law. She asks the court to re- 
strain the defendants from pre- 



venting removal of her husband's 
body from Montefiore Cemetery 
Rnd also an order directing re- 
moval of the body to Mt. Sharon 
Cemetery. 

Carrie and Maxwell Bagdon 
were married July 29. 1917. and 
lived together as man and wife 
until the husband deserted her 
March 23. 1937. according to al- 
legations in the bill in equity. 

They have two children. Norma, 
27. and Eleanor. 23. After the al- 
leged desertion the Philadelphia 
Municipal Court, ordered Maxwell 
to pay $5 a week for the support 
of his wife and $2.50 for the sup- 
port of Eleanor. 

On January 23, 1945. Leonard 



told Mrs. Bagdon of the death of 
her husband and that he was to 
be buried January 23, 1945. 

Mrs. Bagdon said she informed . 
her brother-in-law she would not 
agree to burial of her husband on 
January 23 and asked that the 
funeral be delayed until January 
25 so that her daughter, Norma, 
then living in Williamsburg, Va., 
could attend. 

Mrs. Bagdon requested her hus- 
band be buried at Mt. Sharon 
Cemetery because her father and 
other relatives were buried there 
and because she expectd to be 
buried there at her death. 

But, she claims. Leonard 
wouldn't agree. She first learned 
ner husband was to be buried at 
Montefiore Cemetery on January 
24 at a Philadelphia funeral home. 

Since then, Mrs. Bagdon says, 
her mother has died and is buried 
at Mt. Sharon. She claims it 
would-be more convenient for her 
and her daughters if her husband 
were buried at Mt. Sharon.
